In response to 
questions, he added that he bad been 
here ten years and had saved |8,000. 
During this (Ime his average wages 
were about 916 a week, $10 of wbiob 
be banked regularly. The b»!aaoe 
over bis wage earnings bad come 
from profits on a boarding house 
Which be bad run, charging $2.50 a 
week for board and lodging for fel- 
low-workman, and $3" with meat 
once In a while." His case Is said 
to be not unique.
